on the day of the presidential election,

She had many relatives in the neigh­ 
borhood—the Bales, the Greenes, the 
Grahams—and if she went to spend an 
afternoon or an evening with any of 
these Abe was very likely to be on 
hand to conduct her home. 
lie asked 
her to marry him, but she prudently 
evaded a positive answer until she 
could make up her mind about ques­ 
tionable points of his character. 
She 
did not tlduk him coarse or cruel, but 
she did think him thoughtless, care­ 
less, not altogether as polite as he 
might be—in short, “deficient,” as she 
expresses it,“in those little links which 
make up the great chain of woman’s 
happiness.” 
His henrl was good, his 
principles were high, his honor sensi­ 
tive, hut still in the eyes of this refined 
young lady he did uot seem to be quite 
the gentleman. 
“ He was lacking In 
the smaller attentions,” nnd. In fact, 
the whole affair Is explained when she 
tells us that “his education was differ­ 
ent from” hers. 


Abe Was Ungallant. 
One day Miss Owens and Mrs. Bow­ 
lin Greene were making their way 
slowly and tediously up the hill to 
Abie’s house, when they were joined 
by Lincoln. 
Mrs. Bowlin Greene was 
carrying “a great big fat child, heavy 
and crossly disposed.” 
Although the 
woman bent pitiably under her burden, 
Lincoln offered her no assistance, but, 
dropping behind with Miss Owens, be­ 
guiled the way ace >rdiug to his wishes. 
When they reached the summit, “Miss 
Owens said to Lincoln laughingly, ‘You 
would uot make a good husband, Abe.’ 
They sat on the fence, and one word 
brought on another till a split or 
breach ensued.” 
Immediately 
after 
this 
misunder­ 
standing Lincoln went off toward H a­ 
vana on a surveying expedition and 
was absent about three weeks. On the 
first day of his return one of Abie’s 
boys xvas sent up “to town” for the 
mail. 
Lincoln saw him at the postof- 
flee and “asked if Miss Owens was at 
Mr. Abie’s.” 
The boy said, "Yes.” 
“Tell her,” said Lincoln, “that I’ll be 
down to see her iu a few minutes. 
Now, Miss Owens had determined to 
siHHid that evening at Mtnter Gra­ 
ham’s, and when the boy gave In the 
report "she thought a moment und said 
to herself Tf I can draw Lincoln up 
there to Graham’s it will be all right.’ ’’ 
This scheme was to operate as a test 
of Abe’s love, but It shared the fate 
of some of “the best laid schemes of 
mice and men" and went “all agley.” 
Lincoln, according to promise, went 
down to Abie’s and asked if Miss Ow­ 
ens was iu. 
Mrs. Able replied that she 
had gone to Graham’s, about one and 
a hnlf miles from Abie’s, due south­ 
west. 
Lincoln said, “Didn’t she know 
I was coming?” 
Mrs. Able answered, 
“No.” but one of the children said. 
“Yes, ma, she did, for I heard Sam tell 
her so.” 
Lincoln sat awhile and then 
went about his business. 
“The fat 
was now In the fire. 
Lincoln thought, 
as he was extremely poor and Miss 
Owens very rich, It was a fling on him 
on that account. A lie was mistaken iu 
his guesses, for wealth cut no figure in 
Miss Owens’ eyes. 
Miss Owens re­ 
gretted her course. 
Abe would not 
bend, and Miss Owens wouldn’t. 
She 
said If she had it to do over again she 
would play the cards differently. * • * 
She had two sons In the southern ar­ 
my. 
She said that if either of them 
had got Into difficulties she would will­ 
ingly have gone to oh! Abe for relief.” 
In Miss Owens’ letter of July 22, 
1800. It will be observed that she tacit­ 
ly admitted to Mr. Gaines Greene “the 
circumstances In connection with Mrs. 
Greene and child.” Although she here 
denies the precise words alleged to have 
been used by her In the little quarrel 
at the top of the hill, she does not 
deny the impression his conduct left 
upon her mind, but presents additional 
evidence of it by the relation of anoth­ 
er incident of similar character, from 
which her inferences were the same. 
Fortunately we ure not compelled to 
rely upon tradition, however authentic, 
for the facts concerning this Interesting 
episode In Mr. Lincoln’s life. 
Miss 
Owens was still alive to tell her own 
tale at the time this narrative was 
written, and we have besides his let­ 
ters to the lady herself. 
Mr. Lincoln 
wrote his account of it as early as 
1838. 
As In duty bound, we shall per­ 
mit the lady to speak first:

Republican Mem bers Are Working In 
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H arm ony in the 
Enactm ent 
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Indianapolis, 
Feb. 
6.—W ith 
both 
branches of the legislature disposing 
of business at a very rapid pace and 
with the Republican members showing 
a disposition to work in harmony, the 
party leaders are now certain that the 
pledges made on the platform last 
year will be redeemed. 
In fact more 
has been already done towards re­ 
deeming them than the public appro* 
elates. 
In the senate the two-cent 
railroad fare Hill has been passed and 
within a few days tic upper house will : 
adopt a good bill providing for strict 
state supervision of private hanks, j 
It is expected that before the end of 
this week the senate will have enacted 
a good primary election reform meas- i 
ure, thereby fulfilling another promise. 
The house has not advanced as far ; 
as the sente in consideration of these 
bills, but Speaker Branch says that 
It Is now about ready to take them up 
and give them the immediate consid­ 
eration that they demand. 
A sub- j 
committee representing the house and 
senate has been appointed to prepare j 
a public depository bill and it will be | 
ready to report within a day or so. ! 
Several bills on that important sub 
Ject have been examined, but none 
of them exactly meet the requirements 
of the situation. 
It Is th* plan now 
to have the sub-committee agree upon 
a measure that will embody all of the 
good points In the several depository 
bills that have been offered. 
When 
that is done it is not likely that there ; 
will be a great deal of trouble in pas­ 
sing It in both branches, although It 
la apparent that nearly every member 
has some ideas of his own on this 
question. 
As evidence of the difficulty in dis-: 
posing of this proposition a dozen 
bankers who held a meeting here this 
week, were unable to get together on 
a depository plan. Each had different 
ideas as to what sort of securities 
should be given by the depository and ; 
as to what rate of Interest should be j 
paid by them. 
At the end of several 
hours discussion they gave the mat- ! 
ter up and decided to leave it entirely j 
with the members of the legislature. I 
It is apparent that the difficulty in 
reaching a solution will be in provid- j 
ing for securities that will p* rnilt the 
bankers to handle the funds with 
profit to themselves and with safety I 
to the state, county or city, whichever \ 
the case may be. 
There is no dis­ 
position, however, among the members 
to dodge consideration of this matter j 
and it is certain that some sort of a 
depository bill will be enacted that 
will at least furnish a good basis for 
future legislation on the same subject. 
♦ 
Republicans will push through a bill 
under which primary elections can be i 
held. 
A sub-committee In the senate , 
consisting of Senators Hugg, L an e,! 
Roemler, Pearson and Pelzor were in­ 
structed at a caucus to prepare a bill 
for a law applying to the nomination I 
of county, city and township tickets. 
This has been done and the bill is 
generally regarded as one of the best 
that has ever been presented here, j 
The Roemler bill, which was consid- j 
ered for nearly a month before it was I 
set aside, was generally regarded as j 
being too radical, as it provided for 
the nomination of all candidates from 
United States senator to road super­ 
visor by direct vote. 
The objection 
raised to it by many members was 
that it would abolish party organiza- ; 
tions which are necessary to the con- j 
duct of every campaign. The bill also 
would have abolished state and dis­ 
trict conventions and would have pro­ 
vided 
an entirely new system all 
around. 
The bill, however, was con­ 
sidered until a majority of the mem­ 
bers were satisfied that such a radical 
change as It provided was not desira­ 
ble to the masses. 
It was then that the sub-committee 
was appointed In the senate to prepare 
a bill for county primaries and under 
It the masses will have ample oppor­ 
tunity of expressing their choice in 
the nomination of candidates with 
whom they have to deal. 
A similar 
measure is pending in the house, hav­ 
ing been introduced by Representative 
Fitch of Muncie. It not only provides 
for a good system of making nomina- j 
tions by direct vote, but it offers every 
safeguard against corrupt practices. 
In fact either of these bills, if en­ 
acted will go a long ways towards 
purifying the methods of nominating 
men for office. 
The Democrats have attem pted to 
put the Republicans in the hole dur­ 
ing the consideration of the primary 
election bill, but they failed complete­ 
ly. For party purposes the Democrats 
sought to convey the impression that 
they were in favor of a law providing 
for a direct nomination of the state 
ticket, but privately many of them 
admitted that they would have vot 'd 
against the plan had it ever reached 
a point where final consideration was 
necessary. 


Hut very little opposition is hemg 
offered to the Ganiard bill, providing 
for state sup* rvislon of private ’tanks. 
This is really one dT the most impor­ 
tant measure« now pending. The pur­ 
pose of it is to make it impossible for 
private bankers to misuse the funds 
entrusted to them by the* people. The 
long list of failures of private and 
wildcat banking institutions has fur­ 
nished an object lesson that is difficult 
to get away from. 
Tin* Republicans 
for three sessions of tin* legislature 
have attempted to obtain so m e en 
actm< nt on this subject, but each time 
the private bankers’ lobby was too 
strong. 
Two years ago (he private 
bankers had tin* most powerful and 
persistent 
lobby 
around 
the state 
house. 
They 
succeeded 
th 'n 
in 
preventing the enactment of the law 
such as is now proposed. 
It Is ap­ 
parent to them this time, however, 
that a majority of the members have 
very strong views on tin* question and 
that it will be Impossible to prevent 
enactment of the Ganiard bill, which 
embodies the ideas of t-he leaders of 
the Republican party and which will 
carry out to the letter the pledge 
that the party made to the people a 
year ago. 
Under this bill the auditor 
of state will be permitted to examine 
the private hanking institutions at 
regular 
intervals 
and 
such 
safe­ 
guards will be imposed as to make it 
necessary for the private bankers to 
have sufficient funds or property on 
hands to meet the demands of their 
depositors at all times. 
The Republicans will go a step 
further in strengthening the banking 
department of the stae government by 
enacting a law providing for the ap­ 
pointment of additional bank exam­ 
iners who will work und !- the direc­ 
tion of the auditor of state. 
Under 
the present law the syst* m of state 
bank examination is not all that is to 
be desired, as the examiners work 
for the fees they are allowed. 
Under 
the plan that is now proposed the 
examiners will receive a straight sal­ 
ary and the f< es will b< paid into the 
state treasury. 
By this system it is 
believed that the examiners will not 
only take more in ton st in their work 
but the state will m*t a considerable 
sum at the end of each y* ar from the 
examination fees. 
♦ 
It cannot be staten at this time 
what will be done in the way of in­ 
surance legislation. 
T h i s is the most 
complex subject with which the mem­ 
bers have to deal. 
Nearly all of 
them, however, are trying to get in­ 
formation that will enable them to act 
intelligently. 
The life insurance com­ 
panies have a very powerful and per­ 
sistent lobby on the ground that is 
doing everything in its power to pre­ 
vent the Republicans from carrying 
out their campaign pl< dges on this 
subject. 
It is not very likely that 
the Babcock bill, introduced at the 
opening of the session, will become 
a law in its original f<*rm. 
However, 
those who framed it on behalf of the 
present Republican administration did 
not anticipate that it could he enacted 
in its entirety. 
The subject was new 
in a way to them and it was not to 
be expected that a perfect bill could 
be prepared. 
It has served as a 
starter and a g r e a t d< a! of it will be 
embodied in the law that will he final­ 
ly adopted. 
The two insurance com­ 
mittees have held a number of open 
meetings at which th** opponents of 
the bill have had ample opportunity 
to express their views. 
Under the circumstances there is 
no ground for any of their representa­ 
tives to charge* that they have not re­ 
ceived a fair deal from the Republican 
members. 
It is apparent from the 
opinion expressed by the Republicans 
that there is no d* sire on their part 
to enact any legislation that will be 
unfair to the Indiana companies and 
no one is seeking to give the eastern 
companies an advantage over those of 
this state. 
Th** purpose of the pro­ 
posed legislation is to regulate the 
affairs of the companies so that the 
Interests of the policy holders will be 
guarded in every respect. The inves­ 
tigations mad** during the past year 
showed that in many cases the policy 
holders were not only paying too much 
for their insurance, but that some of 
the companies were operating under 
too heavy expense. 
It is the desire of the Republican 
members now to make such provisions 
as will enable the companies in this 
state to build up an immense business, 
but at the same time to do it in such 
a way that more money cun be paid 
to th** policy holders. 
It is believed 
that this can be done and while there 
is a feeling generally that the Babcock 
bill is too drastic in some respects, 
yet it is the opinion that it can be 
amended so as to meet the situation. 
A 
sub-committee 
representing 
the 
house and insurance committees is 
now working on important amend­ 
ments to th** measure that probably 
will be adopted within a very short 
time. There seems to be no doubt but 
the plan of the present administration 
to create an insurance department 
separate from the auditor of state's 
office w ill be adopted. 


♦ 
The two-cent fare bill as it pasted 
the senate has been reported favora 
bly in the house. 
This is one of 
the most important reforms ever ob­ 
tained for the people of Indiana. The 
fact that it was obtained is due al­ 
most entirely to the determination of 
the representatives of th** Republican 
party who have worked untiringly to 
bring it about.. Under this reform the 
cost of transportation will be reduced 
one-third, which will mean an Im­ 
mense saving to the people. 
An ef­ 
fort was made to amend the bill In 
the senate so that the railroads might 
charge 
21 
- 
2 
cents 
mile 
where 
tickets were bought on the trains, but 
it w*as defeated by the Republican 


members, who felt that the people 
were entitled to a fiat tw’o-cent rate 
whether they bought tickets on the 
train or at the stations. 
The railroad 
lobby Is very sore over the result, but 
it wdll be unable to prevent the senate 
bill from being adopted in the house. 
It is very likely that it will go through 
In its present form, and that it will 
become a law within the next thre** 
months. 
The railroads have ask* d 
for that time to arrange to comply 
wit hth** new provisions. 
It looks now as if the Republicans 
will be able to enact sonic legislation 
to strengthen the power of the rail­ 
way commission so that the interests 
of the shippers will be guarded. 
The 
representatives of the railroad are 
greatly concerned over bills 
intro­ 
duced for this purpose, but the opin­ 
ion seems to be general among tin* 
members that the railroad commis­ 
sion should have authority to enforce 
its decisions. 
One of the important 


with the railway commission law will 
provide for appeals to trial courts 
which will enable the commission to 
go into every subject more thoroughly 
than under the pr* sent arrangements. 
♦ 
Republican members have not re­ 
laxed their attitude toward appropria­ 
tion bills. 
Every measure Is being 
closely examined before any report is 
mad** upon it. 
In spit** of the extra 
ordinary demand made for money at 
this time, it seems safe to say that 
owing to the good management of the 
Republicans who have the appropria­ 
tion bills in charge the state will not 
be embarrassed financially by the uc- 
tion of this legislature. 
It seems practically impossible for 
anyone to get an increase of salary. 
On this matter Republicans are treat­ 
ing everyone alike. 
A few* days ago 
the Republicans killed a bill to In­ 
crease the salary of State Geologist 
Blatchley. 
A short time afterward 
they turned down a demand for an 
increase in the salary of Dr. Hurty, 
secretary of the state board of health. 
There are a number of bills pending 
to Increase the pay of minor officials 
throughout the state, but It looks now 
as if none of them will be consid* red 
favorably owing to the disposition of 
the Republicans to hold the expendi­ 
tures dow n to the minimum. 
♦ 
A lot of good work is being done by 
the members of the house committee 
on ways and means and the senate 
commit tee on 
finance, 
which 
hold 
joint sessions to consider the appro­ 
priation bills. 
The demands for ap­ 
propriations are being cut by them 
right and left. They have planned to 
save the state several hundred thou­ 
sand dollars during the n**xt month. 
The demand for appropriations has 
necessarily been larger than usual, 
owing to the fart that four ne w state 
institutions ar** being erected. 
More 
money will have to be appropriated 
before tiles** can be completed, but 
the e x p e n se account 
is being held 
down as much as possible. 
In prac­ 
tically every bill that has been intro­ 
duced for an appropriation of minor 
character th** committees have cut 
them square in 
. 
♦ 
The Democrats have been making 
a grandstand play relative to the de­ 
partm ent of state oil inspection, of 
which Sid Conger of Shelbyville is at 
the h«*ad. 
Representative Cravens of 
Madison, a Democratic lead«*r, offered 
a resolution calling on the inspector 
to furnish in detail information as to 
the 
amount of oil 
inspected, 
the 
amount of money collected by each 
Inspector, the names of the inspectors 
nnd the amount of w*ork they are do­ 
ing. 
His purpose was to make politi­ 
cal capital for the Democratic party, 
but h** and his associates overlooked 
the splendid record that has been 
made by this department during the 
past four years. Practically all of the 
information demanded by Mr. Cravens 
and 
his 
Democratic 
followers 
has 
been on file for some time in the au­ 
ditor of state’s office. 
Reports made 
by him to the auditor show that the 
state during the last four years re­ 
ceived $124 ,000.00 as its share of the 
fees for oil inspection. 
Prior to four 
years ago the state never received a 
cent from the oil inspector’s depart­ 
ment. Under the old law the inspector 
and his deputies retained all the mon­ 
ey collected. 
The present law was 
enacted by the last Republican admin­ 
istration, and It is proving very effec­ 
tive as a revenue getter. 
The state’s 
share this year from the inspection of 
oil amounted to over $24,000, which is 
clear gain. 
As evidence that the de­ 
partment is being conducted along 
conservative, businesslike lines, the 
experts who made a thorough invcsti 
gation of the various departments at 
the stat* house commended Mr. Con 
ger very highly on his reports, which 
were made in strict compliance with 
the law. 
The resolution of 7'r. Cra 
vens was referred to a house c mirit 
tee on rights and privileges, e i th* 
Republican members saw through hit 
scheme tho minute It was presented 
The Democrats have been totally u ' 
abb* to cast any odium on any of th. 
departments as they are now cot 
ducted by the Republicans. 
♦ 
Th** Democrats ar** still lined w 
pretty solidly against the propofce*-. 
temperance measures. 
Nearly a ’l o 
them in the senate have opposed t**>. 
bill to increase the saloon license 
$1,000 a year, and most of them wer* 
against the “blind tiger” bill. 
Both 
of these hills were put through in t * 
senate and are now' pending in tl e 
house, where they ar** favored by r 
majority of the Republicans. 
A bn i 
fight is being made for and again.: 
them, and it cannot be stated at th! 
time what will be the outcome. 
If 
the forty-seven Democratic members? 
persist In opposing the reform the. 
may be able to defeat it.

Washington, Feb. 7.—If the post- 
office departm ent were given credit 
for all the service it renders the gov- 
. eminent the deficit in postal receipts 
would be practically eliminated, ac­ 
cording to the report of the house 
committee on postoffices and post­ 
roads on tho postoffice appropriation 
bill submitted to the house. 
Th** gov- 
i ernment departments and other gov­ 
ernment offices in Washington report- 
! ed that for the six months ended Dec. 
31, 1906, the postage upon m atter they 
sent through the mails would have 
aggregated $2,285,427. 
The commit­ 
tee estimates that it is fair to assume 
$5,000.000 worth of mail is carried for 
the government annually from Wash­ 
ington without credit to the postoffice 
department. 
The deficit in the post- 
office department for the fiscal year 
1906 was $10,616,996, and the com­ 
mittee estimates that this would be 
entirely covered if it wrer** possible to 
compute the amount of mail franked 
by federal officials in all parts of the 
country, in addition to the amount of 
free mail going out of Washington. 
The increases in compensation to 
the employes of the service, including 
clerks, carriers in city delivery of­ 
fices, railway mail clerks and rural 
free delivery carriers are practically 
as recommended by First Assistant 
Postmaster General Hitchcock in his 
last annual report. 
The proposed in­ 
creases in salaries will aggregate near­ 
ly $9,000,000. 
The report does not attempt to esti­
